Pacific .and Santa Fe systems is as com- 
plete an it has been nt any time during 
the flve days since the blockade was in- 
stituted, mid owing-to!the disturbances 
that have arisen tho BituaUpn IB graver 
than it has been at any time heretofore. 
Out of Oakland and San Francisco a 
few auburban and country trains are 
running. In tluls city a force of 100 
policemen and Calf as many deputy 
•aherifffl prevent trouble in the railroad 
yards. At Oakland, notwithstanding 
the atrong police patrol, the strikers be- 
came riotous today and seized two 
trains. They also took possession of 
the station and i railroad yards at Six- 
teenth street, effectually blocking for 
the time all railroads in and out of the 
city. 


One conductor who attempted to run 


liis train past Sixteenth street was 
severely beaten, r. .Tho. ^police 
were 


unable to cope with tuo rioters. More 
Htnous trouble in feared "there. AVhen 
six ionipaniefl of United States infantry

The troops will be under the command 
of the President and will not receive or- 
ders from judicial or civil odicerB. Alt 
movements will be directed from Wash- 
ington.

WASHINGTON, July ;i.--In tho midst 


of intense excitement at 10.45 tonight, 
after having been debated for three 
months and ono day, the Wilson tariff 
bill, amended to take effect August 1, 
1894, 
passed the senate by a vote of 


34 to 39. The bill passed by a strict 
party voto except David 11. Hill, who 
voted with tho -Republicans against tlie 
measure. Tho Populists divided their 
strength, two, Messrs. Kylo and Allen, 
voting in- favor of the bill, and two, 
Messrs. Puffer and Stewart, against, it. 


Tho climax occurred when Senator 


Allen, the Nebraska Populist-, smarting 
under tho sting of double defeat, de- 
nounced tho Democratic members of 
tlio llnanco committee, and charging 
thorn with bad faith in taking advantage 
of lite ignorance of parliamentary pro- 
cedure to induce him to offer nil amend- 
ment, thus releasing their Democratic 
colleagues under the caucus agreement 
from voting for tliein. Ho hnrunguod 
the senate and galleries, and intimated 
that he had been tricked. 


Tlie most dramatic incident of tho 


night occurred when Hill rose and in 
ringing and fervid tones entered an 
eloquent protest against the "Populistii: 
income tax" and arraigned his party 
associates for being false to their party 
pledges and their country. When in 
conclusion ho declared he would not 
lupport the bill a wave of applause 
[Uickly swept over tho gallery.

SACKAMK.NTO, July 3.—Sacramento was 


the scene of a violent demonstration on 
the part of the railroad strikers this 
afternoon. The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany attempted to break the blockade 
hero and send a west-bound overland 
train -to San Francisco. Preparations 
bad been made for this attempt for a 
day or two past, but the effort resulted 
in a complete failure. As goon as a 
start was made a mob of 3000 striken 
who had been removed from the imme- 
diate vicinity of tho train previously, 
swept down upon the train and dragged 
United States Marshal Baldwin from 
tho cab of the engine. Tho strikers 
knocked him down and the deputies 
and police who tried to interfere, wore 
powerless. Many in the mob shouted: 
"Kill the Marshal!" but the latter 
drew his two revolvers, and several 
deputies who had forced their way 
through the crowd did the same. The 
strikers were obliged to fall back, and 
tho.Marahal finally escaped to the rail- 
road offices. The attempt to move tlie 
train, however, was abandoned for the 
time being. 


The strikers cut the train in two and 


then they commenced to fcidetruck tlie 
cars and disable engines in the yards. 
Marshal Baldwin realizing Ins utter 
helplessness to cope with the rioters 
seut a dispatch to Governor. Markham 
at Pasadena, explaining the situation 
and recommending that the National 
Guard be called upon for duty at Sacra- 
mento at once. 


All day there has been the greatest 


excitement in the vicinity of the South- 
ern Pacific yards. Early this morning 
people began to assemble, and IOIIK be- 
fore there had been any actual disturb- 
ance thousands of people were surging 
with the strikers through the railroad 
grounds and contiguous streets. There 
are 3000 strikers at this point, ant 
nearly all of them were in the excited 
throng.

Had the railroad com jinny taken tho po- 
sition from the first that it could not un- 
der its contract with the Pullman com- 
pany run ils regular passenger trains 
without the Pullman coaches, but that 
it .would at all hazards carry the mails 
and operate the freight business, and 
otherwise serve tho public to the best of 
ita ability BO long as men could be ob- 
tained for that purpose, it would hnvo 
been in the right and public sentiment 
would have indorsed and upheld it. As 
it is, the hasty and unwarranted action 
of tho company resulted in a general 
tie-up, and the destruction of the prop- 
erty of tho 
people to

lars. 
Possibly 
tbe 
tie-up 
would 


have 
come 
anyway, 
but 
in that 


__it the responsibility would not have 


been divided. It would have rested en- 
tirely with the boycottere. Tho mistake 
which tlie railroad company made was in 
setting up its private obligations above 
those which it owes to the government 
and to the public. 


TUB habits of the strike combined 


with the boycott are pretty well known, 
and there is nothing at all surprising in 
the violence and disorder now prevail- 
ing. They always start with n profound 
respect for law and order, and with pro- 
fuse apologies for the inconvenience and 
"unavoidable" loss which they may 
cause by peaceful means, but in nine 
cases out of ten they conclude the pro- 
gram of peace and fidelity to law by the 
destruction of property and defiance of 
all authority excepting that which they 
have set up themselves. The boycott as 
a -weapon ia a fit companion for dyna- 
mite. It strikes down all which comes 
in its way, regardless of reason or jus- 
tice. Its logical result is violence and 
revolution. 


THE eve of the present Fourth of 


July was tho moat anxious one the 
country has known for just thirty-one 
years. On July 3,1863. the third day's 
fighting at Gettysburg had ended with 
Lee's army decimated, but intact, and

Tho boasted liberty 
of which he ja the chosen emblem has 
been prostituted in the land of its birth 
to sordid, .and debased license—tbe 
license of orcanized capital and organ- 
ized labor to trample upon the rights of 
millions of freemen. 


Never before iu free America has the 


birthday of freedom dawned upon such 
a spectacle as today witnesses. It bag 
Been one section of the country in arms 
against another, to be united again in 
bonds of fraternal union, but not until 
today hae it seen the business of the 
country paralyzed at the edict of eon- 
tending industrial forces, and for such 
cause the power of lh« government to 
carry on some of its important functions 
act at naught and ita mandates defied.

.proper tribunals. The possibility of a 
recurrence of the conditions existing in 
thifl government today must be re- 
moved by wise and patriotic legislation. 


"While deploring the present reign of 


anarchy and. triumph of tbe spirit ol 
treason, we may reasonably find com- 
fort in tbe hope that tie next recur- 
rence of the Fourth of July will witness 
at least the auspicious lieginning of a 
new era in good government and pat- 
riotic devotion thereto by a loyal and 
prosperous people.

Halo of tho ranch according to the ver- 
sion given by Sanders, and said that 
after Knausch, Graves and Wootton 
were gone tho next tidings he had from 
them was in a letter from Mpjave. 
Witness said: "Profeasor, that is too 
absurd; we have investigated all tho 
hotels and lodging-housea in Mpjiwe, 
and no one answering to the di'srription 
of any of them left Fresno county on 
February 1st or went to Mojave." San- 
ders made no reply. 
Witness then 


said: "Professor, havo you been eouth 
lately?" Sanders answered: "Not for 
five or six years." 
Witness said: 


"That is not BO; 1 can prove you were 
in Mojave." Sanders said: "Ves; 1 
was in Mojave about March 12tn; 1 
went down on the afternoon train of 
the 12th. and came back next day," 
Sanders denied having been in ,1-03 An- 
geles, San Fernando, Banning or llar- 
stow. Witness said to Sanders: "1 can 
prove that you were in Barstow." San- 
ders protested that was not eo 
He 


had been to Mojave on a letter from 
Knausch asking him to come down nud 
look nt n mine he had located in 1800. 
Laweon said : "That cannot be true, be- 
cause you made him out in H inn bold t 
in 18tiU." Sanders said he had made a 
mistake; that it was in 18(ifi. 


Witness went on that here again he 


had to take up Sanders, saying: "That 
can't be true either, because you were 
at Eureka in 1866." Sanders inade no 
remark, and proceeded to talk of his 
last trip to Mojave. lie eaid that when 
he got there be met Graves, hut that 
neither Woollon nor Knuusch was there. 
Graves had such an ''uncanny, murder- 
ous look" that he left him and came 
away. Walser, who was present when 
Sanders oaid this, suggested tliut prob- 
ably Graves had gotten away with or 
killed Woottou and Kmuiach. Sanders 
said that could not be truo; Unit Graves 
wasn't the man to do anything of tho 
kind. .Sanders went on to describe how 
he had received a draft for $1400 on the 
Kutner-GoldsUiin Uo. and the instruc- 
tions from Wootton in regard to it. 


In a subsequent conversation witness 


told Handera he was strongly suspected 
of the murder of Wootton and of fraud 
in connection with the transaction ; that 
he was evidently not alone in the mat- 
ter, that the Abbotts were as deep in 
the matter ae ho was, and h« ought to 
make u statement to the district attor- 
ney and relieve himself. Sanders asked 
what district attorney, and witness said 
Wniser, not Church. 


The cross-examination of Lawson by 


Mr. Short commuted the whole of thu 
afternoon session, and brought out tbe 
relative capacities of tho lawyer and the 
detective to great advantage. Lawson 
was of course.ci«Hi-hanl«ned by years ol 
perk-nee on the witness aland, and this 
enabled him to withstand n heavy lire 
uf embarrassing questions. 


Lawson stated, among other things, 


that when be asked danders about the 
Graves he had spoken uf as being at 
Eureka Sanders said that was W. L. 
Graves, while the man wlio went with 
Kmiuech lo tho Woolton ranch wa: 
Kuunduy H. Graves, danders eaid he 
had ma<le nothing oat of tlie transac- 
tion financially, as he had moitgHgi'd 
176 acres of land to Kmtiuch for $oOl)0.

spond. The book was found on April 
2Mb in Sanders' trunk. 


It was ut IhiB Htugu that Mr. Short 


began to chip in soiuu troublesome 
questions about Mr. l<aw^oii's career as 
a detective, and in other (.'ivpacitlos. 
The wittiest} answered patiently and 
•oolly, tracing hie lifu as Oakland corre- 
spondent of San Fnmi'ib-eo papers when 
l(J years old, to a term as apmctical 
ninter, then to a connection with tbe 
Mon-t), Curtin and Stilwell detective 
igeucies. lly described how he first 
came into tbo Sanders case through the 
Vis;ilia Lodge ol Odd Ki-llrnvs, and bow 
lie has since acted under iimtructioiiH 
from Mr. Mortimer, the English vice- 
consul. About nineteen days elapsed 
between his visit to Mr. Mortimer and 
Ids calling ou Saudera at the \Vontton 
ranch. 


Mr. Short tried hard to shake Law- 


son about tho Eureka proposition, and 
asked him some questions to test Ids 
geographical knowledge of the place. 
Lawsun demonstrated that he had been 
there, and was equally sure that tlio 
Professor had not. 


It begun to become insufferably hot in 


the court room. Kvery juror was wav- 
ing a fan for dear lifu; the court bad 
his, and when tho deputy sheriff came 
in with a supply for the attorneys Snow 
amicably proffered one to Short. 


Lawson was taken over the old ground 


about the transfer uf the ranch and he 
and Short jogged along smoothly till 
they struck a snag that brought up the 
familiar railroad proposition known as 
"knocking down fures." 


Tho witness had positively declared 


that neither Wootton nor Knausch nor 
Graves had bought tickets in any depot 
in Fresno county, southbound, 011 Feb- 
ruary let, or the three succeeding days. 
Mr. Short suggested that they might 
have boarded the train and paid the fare 
to tbe conductor. The witness said the 
conductors' books showed no cash re- 
ceipts on those days. 


Sir. Short—Don't conductors some- 


times keep tbe money? 


ijiiwson—Some are honest. 
Mr. Sbort^Oh, yes; I know they are 


not all alike. There area few straight 
men among them. 


After this little by-play the duel was 


resumed, and Lawson was asked tiow 
Sanders appeared when be was ques- 
tioned about Wootton's disappearance, 
hawson replied that Sanders was not 
disturbed physically, but mentally be 
was. 


The witness here claimed to he able 


lo show that Sanders had been 
ii 


Harstow, which the 1'rofessor had said 
was not the cape. Laweon produced a 
letter postmarked Uaratow, March 12th, 
and addressed to Professor W. A. Sand- 
ers, Keeclley. 
It was found in tbe 


possession of Sanders and is written in 
violet indelible pencil, like the rest of 
the "Wootton"hitters. On the side of 
the envelope ia the direction for return 
to "William Wootton, Onccn, Florida." 


The witness continued that he gave a 


receipt to Deputy Sheriff Peck for all 
the papers he look away. Ho saw no 
objection to taking possession of the 
records o£ a public man accused of crime, 
but did not ransack the Sanders post- 
ollice records nud papers. He under- 
stood there were two "gentlemen" who 
did BO. One of them was a "Mr. 
Griffee." 


The witness continued that ho gave 


Sanders n contract whereby the latter 
bound himself to abstain from any at- 
tempt to cecape for nix days, being 
technically under arrest. Larson said 
this was often douo in similar cases by 
detectives. When Sanders was Hnally 
arrested it was for murder, and he 
(Lawson) swore to the complaint before 
Justice 1'airweather of lleedley. 


Mr. Short immediately issued a eub- 


ptuna for ihe attendance of the Justice, 
and asked the witness it when he mado 
thy complaint he really believed San- 
ders guilty of tbe mmderof a him 
being. 


Uwaon: "1 believed that he killed 


Wootton; 1 believe it still." 


Lawaou, for the lirst time, showed 


einns of "warming up" under the crosti- 
exaininalion, and it was not long ht>- 
fore ho capped his declaration of the 
guilt of Sanders with another and more 
bltirLling tUil«uient. 


"When I llrst saw Sanders," ho said, 


"1 pl:ed him with questions for several 
hours. 
I afterwar.is told him that the 


Abbotts were as deeply in the matter as 
he was. 1 muant. old man Abbott and 
his son, Milt O.Abbott." 


Jud^e Abbott nat directly facing tho 


witness, hut did not move a muscle. 


"Do you mean," said ,Mr. Short," 


that the Abbotts were partners to a con- 
spiracy ; that they were guilty of the 
murder of human being?" 


Witness—I think that the Abbotts 


were privy to tbe conspiracy, yes. Cer- 
tain investigations mado in Santa Bar- 
bara Bounty were unsatisfactory for Ab- 
bott, and the fact of young Abbott's 
nnine being nacd on that deed, coupled 
with their mysterious visits to the Woot- 
ton ranch, made me believe in their 
guilty knowledge. I don't expect to re- 
ceive any reward if Sanders IB convict- 
ed. I am paid for my services. I am 
not working 'for u contingent fee. 1 
never received a reward in my life. L 
have been informed that when Abbott 
made his visits to the Woolton ranch Ii 
tried to evade everybody. 


Judge Webb here intimated to Mr. 


Short that Judge Abbott was not on 
trial. 


Mr. Short: "I did not do this; tho 


prosecution did." 


Judge Abbott ackcd that the wituces 


name the day when he (Abbott) was 
seen around the Wootton house. 


Judge Webb again interposed, and 


told the witness to con line himself to 
answering the questions of counsel. 


Thid closed up tbo sensation, and 


after a few more questions the witness 
left the stand 
The trial will be re- 


sumed on Thursday morning. 


So far nothing has been done by the 


prosecution to prove its theory that the 
draft on the Kutncr-Goldstuin Com- 
pany was part of the contents of the 
draft hook, and especially that the stuh 
Ims a projecting pieco which fits a torn 
corner of tho draft. The edges of tbe 
draft arc perfectly square at each corner.

I'olia'imin Tom Mernin nhot himself 
with fuicidal intent in the rear of tbe 
New J'alm Garden, at tho auner of 
I'Vl'Siio and J streets. He- was in the 
saloon for half an hour before he'at- 
templed to take his life, and seemed to 
lo in the best of spirits. He iilao ap- 
peared t') be slightly under the influ- 
ence of another kind of spirits. 


lie left the place by the rear door, 


and a few minutes later the report of a 
pistol was heard. The people in thu 
saloon ran out to ascertain what had 
caused the report, and found Mcrnin 
lyinj: on the (taor bleeding profusely 
from a wound in tbe left side. He was 


eked up by willing bunds, but he only 


r.ended for some one to hand him tho 
pistol fc'O that ho might 
end 
his 


existence. 
He 
said 
ho had tried 


to reach his heart, but had failed. Mer- 
nin also asked that somebody light bis 
pipe, as he wanted to die like a man. 


OllietT Herring ton heard tlie shot and 


was soon on tbe scene. When Mernin 
saw him he heaped abuse upon him,and 
blamed him and tbe ''likes" of him for 
being the cause ol his act. The wound- 
ed man was taken lo the jail, where he 
was attended by Dr. J. L. Muupiu. It 
was found that he had only inflicted a 
iteeli wound. The ball entered just 
above the hip.-bone and came out about 
six inches 
below. 
The wound was 


dressed, and at last reports Mernin was 
resting easy. Tho wound is not at all 
dangerous. 


Ever since Mcrnin was discharged 


from the city police force last year lie 
has brooded over the disgrace con- 
stantly. He seems to be of tbe opinion 
that his brother olUcers bad a hand in 
causing him to lose his place. He nlso 
had domestic trouble, and after ho was 
shot he refused to allow them to take 
him home. He said he did not want to 
go there. 


About an hour before be shot himself 


be went to tho police headquarters, 
where he wrote two letters, one to tho 
Examiner and another to a friend. 


Alter he had finished writing lie told 


Officer Barrett that he intended to kill 
himself, RS he was unable to find work 
and was a burden to hie family. Jlar- 
ett upbraided him for talking thus, but 
..id not think be was in earnest. About 
twenty minutes before he tired the shot 
be approached u HKI'UHI.ICAN' reporter 
and informed him that be would have a 
good item for him soon, but no weight 
was attached to his remark.
